Both Aller and McGee, who wus 
arrested on the some charge, will be 
given an opportunity to furnish bonds 
and the preliminary hearing will be set 
to take place within the next few days. 

Eleven witnesses In rebuttal w*ere ex¬ 
amined to-day in the Haywood trial. 
Hurry Orchard reappeared on the stand 
and was asked a few questions as to 
his acquaintance with some of the wit¬ 
nesses of the defense who have testified 
as to his movements. On being turned 
over for cross-examination he admit¬ 
ted that his uncle, l*eter McKinley, 
oommited suicide by hanging thirteen 
or fourteen years ;tgo. Counsel for the 
defense asked Orchard If this uncle was 
not Insane before he klUed himself and 
also tried to show by the witness that 
his maternal grandfather was Insane, 
his mania being imaginary crimes com¬ 
mitted a long time ago In Ireland. Or¬ 
chard denied all knowledge of the 
grandfather, but admitted that his un¬ 
cle was demented. 

• • • 

Aller Contradicted. 


The enijre afternoon session was tak¬ 
en up with the exjmindtlon of witnesses 
who contradicted the evidence given by 
C. W. Aller, who testified for. the de¬ 
fense In support of the charge of a con¬ 
spiracy against the Western Federation 
of Miners in .which It is alleged the 
Mine Owners’ Association, the Citizens* 
Alliance and the Pinkerton detective 
agency were concerned. Aller swore that 
he saw Orchard and D. C. Scott to¬ 
gether at the depot of the Florence and 
CYlpple Creek mil way on a Sunday 
about three w’oeks prior to the explosion 
at the Independence depot on the $th 
day of June. 1904. Scott this afternoon 
swofe that ho was not In Cripple Creek 
at tho time, and a number of witnesses 
corroborated this. As a result of this 
rebuttal testimony information was 
sworn out after court adjourned charg¬ 
ing Aller with perjury.

The Bradley Explosion. 


The explosion at the residence of Fred 
Bradley In San Francisco was again 
under consideration to-day. the State 
undertaking to show that the effect of 
an explosion of Illuminating gas could 
not have been that described In the 
depositions taken for the defense In Snn 
Francisco. The manager of the Boise 
Gas Company, C. D. Lampson, w*ho was 
at one time a resident of New York. 
quoJlfied as an expert. He discredited 
the position that gas could be Ignited 
by the glow at the end of a cigar. He 
was cross-examined at considerable 
length by Mr. Richardson and showed a 
close technical knowledge of gas and Us 
possibilities as an explosive. The gen¬ 
eral effect of his evidence was that the 
explosion at the Bradley home could 

not have been caused by gas.

Clash Between Lawyers. 


Much excitement was caused by u 
wordy engagement between E. F. Rich¬ 
ardson and E. M. Sabine, an attorney 
of Idaho Springs, Col. Sabine was en¬ 
gaged In the prosecution of a number 
of cases charging fourteen members of 
the Western Federation of Miners with 
crime and conspiracy during the labor 
troubles of 1903. Mr. Richardson was 
the defending counsel In these case®. 
Sabine intimated his willingness to tell 
many things that Richardson appeared 
anxious to keep out of the records, and 
It kept Hh.yw*ood's counsel busy heading 
the witness away from dangerous 
ground. Sabine admitted that Richard¬ 
son had beaten him and had cleared his 
clients, but ha managed to get before 
the Jury his opinion that the defendants 
wore guilty, notwithstanding a verdict 
of the Jury' to the contrary.

SHAFT BREAKS, DEMOLISHING 
ENGINE ON ONE SIDE. 


FLYING FRAGMENT NARROWLY 
MISSES ENGINEER. 

SIMILAR ACCIDENT TO PACIFIC 


Paducah. Ky, July 15— [Special.]— 
Capt. Emory Volght, Mate Charles 
Mitchell and the entire crew of tho tow¬ 
boat Mary Michael have returned to 
this city by rati having left their boat 
lying at the mouth of the Forked Deer 
river with a broken shaft and demol¬ 
ished engine room. The accident oc¬ 
curred Sunday morning while the boat 
was leaving the Forked Deer river at 
Its Juncture with the Mississippi river 
for Paducah with two barges of logs for 
the Ferguson Palmer mills. 

Engineer George Kreutcher had a 
narrow* escape from a flying piece of 
the cylinder. Just as he left his chair 
on the boiler deck to enter the engine 
room the shaft broke and a piece of the 
cylinder struck tho chair, splintering it 
and hurling the fragments Into the 
river. The accident was so sudden that 
Capt. Volght. In the pilot house, was 
knocked down and various other mem¬ 
bers of the crew were shaken up. The 
damage will be between $2,500 and $3,- 
500, as the fine engines on one side 
were almost totally w*rocked by the re¬ 
action of the cylinder. The Mary 
Michael Is the property of the heirs of 
the George Rock estate. 

The wheel dropped Into the river aft¬ 
er the accident and the boat floated 
dangerously for.a mile or so before the 
crew could bring It to the bank. One 
anchor was lost and several ropes and 
chains were parted In this effort. The 
boat was finally gotten to the bank by 
pitching out anchors toward the bank 
and hauling on the ropes. Fortunately 
when the accident occurred the boat 
was not far out In the river. The wheel 
and what fragments that could be 
caught were tied to the boat and the 
crew took two wagons and drove twen¬ 
ty miles to Ripley. Tenn., from there 
coming up to Paducah by rail. Capt. 
Volght to-day ls looking for another 
towboat to go down after the Mary 
Michael. 

Almost coincident with the accident 
to the Mary Michael w&* a similar accl- 
dent to the Pacific No. 2. one of the 
Pittsburg-New Orleans towboats. The 
Mary Michael passed the Pacific Thurs¬ 
day at Stewart’s landing on the Mis¬ 
sissippi river below Cairo and the shaft 
was broken. The wheel was lost and 
the engines wrecked. Other boats mak¬ 
ing Paducah have met with accidents 
near the Forked Deer river.

Boston, July 15.—With six of her of¬ 
ficers and crew dead and fifteen others 
either dying or suffering from terrible 
burns received in an explosion of pow¬ 
der In the after superimposed turret, 
the battleship Georgia steamed slowly 
up Boston harbor from the target prac¬ 
tice grounds in Capt Cod bay late to¬ 
day, and landed the dead and Injured 
men at the Charlestown navy yard. 

With the arrival of the Georgia there 
became known the details of the most 
terrible naval catastrophe that has ever 
taken place along the coast of New 
England. 

The accident occurred shortly before 
noon to-day, while the Georgia s crew* 
were at target practice off Barnstable 
in Capt Cod bay. In some manner, as 
yet unexplained, tw*o bogs of powder 
became ignited and In the terrific flash 
that followed the entire turret crew, 
consisting of three officers ami eighteen 
men, were enveloped In fire and re¬ 
ceived horrible bums, one officer and 
five men dying before the ship reached 
port. The victims of the accident are:

Picked Up by Launch. 


Seaman Maleeck had been rescued by 
a launch that was returning from an 
inspection of the target. 

The surgical staff of the Georgia was 
soon re-enforced by the surgeons of 
the other vessels of the fleet, who had 
been informed of the accident and sum¬ 
moned to the scene. A wireless mes¬ 
sage telling the brief tetails of the ac¬ 
cident was sent to the Government 
wireless station on the Highlands of 
Cape Cod and thence overland to the 
Navy Department at Washington. An¬ 
other message was sent to the Charles¬ 
town navy yard telling of the disaster 
and requesting that twenty stretchers 
be provided to remove the wounded 
men to the naval hospital when the 
Georgia arrived at Boston, whither she 
was then headed. 

An examination of the turret after 
the accident failed to show that any 
serious damage had resulted to the 
ship. 

Immediately upon learning the de¬ 
tails of the accident Capt. Henry Mc- 
Creo, commander of the Georgia, noti¬ 
fied Hear Admiral Charles M. Thomas, 
commander of the squadron, of what 
had oocurred. Rear Admiral Thomas 
ordered an investigating board to ex¬ 
amine into the causes of the accident. 
Until this board makes Its report the 
real cause of the explosion will be ln 
doubt, and it is uncertain even that 
the board will be able to determine 
definitely what ignited the powder. 

Two theories are entertained. One 
belief is that r spark from the dis¬ 
charge of th® guns floated back Into 
the turret through a gun port and set¬ 
tled on the powder cases. Another the¬ 
ory Is that the spark that caused the 
trouble came from the smokestacks of 
the ship and floated through the gun 
ports.

CITY SADDENED. 


Washington, July 15.—[Special.]— 
John Thomast Cruse was seriolsly in¬ 
jured and Fiulkner Goldthwaite was 
killed to-day through the accident dur¬ 
ing target practice in the battleship 
Georgia. The Bureau of Navigation 
this afternoon received a telegram 
from Admiral Thomas giving a brief 
account of the affair. Both were mid¬ 
shipmen in thq navy and both Ken¬ 
tuckians. The two midshipmen entered 
the Naval Academy In 1903. Cruse 
ranked high in his class, and was given 
his diploma in 1906, and assigned to the 
Georgia last October. Gold th waite 
graduated later, and a few months ago 
also joined the Georgia. 

Midshipman Cruse is a son of MaJ. 
Thomas Cruse, now Chief Quartermas¬ 
ter at Omaha, Neb., and w r as born in 
Owensboro, Ky. His father, also a na¬ 
tive of Kentucky, is a graduate of West 
Point, and one of the most competent 
officers ln the Quartermaster’s Depart¬ 
ment. Four years ago when he was 
ordered to Omaha, he secured an ap¬ 
pointment from Nebraska for his son 
to the Naval Academy. 

The young man graduated near the 
top of his class, and gave promise of 
being one of the navy's star officers. 

Mldshlpmat Goldthwaite was also a 
very promising young officer. He was 
appointed by Representative Stanley,

Hopkinsville. Ky., July 16 .—Faulkner 
Goldth waite, of this city, who was one 
of th© young naval officers killed by the 
explosion of the battleship Georgia, 
was twenty-four years old and a eon 
of Mrs. Willie Goldthwaite. He was 
one of the most popular young men 
ever reared In Hopkinsville. Ho w*as 
graduated with high honors from An¬ 
napolis on February 11, of this year, 
several months in advance of his class, 
owing to Individual merit. He was as¬ 
signed to duty as a midshipman on the 
Georgia at New' York on March L 
The first news of the accident came 
to the Rev. Millard Jenkins, pastor of 
the First Baptist church, asking him 
to Inform Mrs. Goldthwaite that her 
son had been seriously injured. This 
was followed by one from the Navy 
Department to the young man’s moth¬ 
er. To-night a message from the hos¬ 
pital to Mrs. Goldthwaite said: "Your 
son is dead." 

The news inexpressibly shocked and 
saddened the city. MldshJpmiyi Gold- 
thwalte was a young man of fine Intel¬ 
ligence, training and patriotism, and 
his future was unusually promising. 
He had served two years at West Point 
before going Into the navy. Besides 
his mother, two sisters. Misses Mary 
and Jean Goldthwaite, and one brother, 
{Thomas H. Goldth wai te, a student at 
State College, Lexington, survive him. 
The remains will be brought here for 
interment.

BURIED IN HIS OLD HOME,

The Hon. John J. Gatewood was buried 
in the Sootuvllle cemetery at 6 o’clock 
to-day, after funeral services conducted 
by the Rev. E. M. Crow. Mr. Gatewood 
was seventy-seven years old, und had 
many friends in the county. He had 
represented Allen county in both the 
upper and tower house of the General 
Assembly of Kentucky, and was one of 
the foremost lawyers of the Scottsville 
bar for forty years. 

Mr. Gatewood’s health failed him sev¬ 
eral years ago, and he gave up the 
practice of law and removed to Nash¬ 
ville, Ten PL, to reside with his daughter, 
Mrs. Tom Carpenter, wliere he died last 
Saturday. Besides several children, he 
is survived by two brothers and three 
sisters. 


KILLED IN DISPUTE. 

Negro Cut by White Man and Bleeds 
to Death. 

Winchester. Ky.. July 15.—[Special.] 
—News was received here to-day that 
Will Richardson killed John Owen, col¬ 
ored. at Oliver Hill, In the upper part 
of this county, at 9 o'clock last night. 
The men were driving a horse that 
belonged to Owen, which Richardson 
was trying to buy. They got out of the 
buggy to discuss the sale and got into 
a dispute. One witness says Owen 
chased Richardson three times around 
the buggy with a revolver, when Rich¬ 
ardson turned, struck the revolver out 
of the negro's hand and closed with 
him. at the same time bringing into 
play a large, spring-backed knife. He 
cut Owen ln the right side and then 
severed the large artery inside the right 
thigh, from which Owen bled to death 
before help could be obtained. Rich¬ 
ardson gave himself up.

MAJ. SANDERS DECLARES THAT 
LAW FIXES METHOD. 


FILLS VACANCIES ITSELF. 


H. F. Cohn. Jr., a druggist at Eight¬ 
eenth and Clheatnut streets, and A. F. 
Sol brig, a druggist at Tenth and Jef¬ 
ferson streets, were arrested last night 
on charges of selling cocaine in viola¬ 
tion of the statutes. Warrant© on 
which each druggist was arrested were 
sworn out by Edward Bloomfield, at¬ 
torney for the Kentucky Board of 
Pharmacy. As soon as the arrests were 
made last night, both Mr. Cohn and Mr. 
Solbrig furnished bond for their re¬ 
lease. 

Solbrlg is charged ln the warrant 
with refilling a cocaine prescription, 
and Cohn is charged with selling co¬ 
caine without a prescription and also 
that he tailed to label poisonous drugs 
sold at his store. Mr. Solbrlg said last 
night that his instructions were to 
comply with the State laws in regard 
to selling poisons, and that so far as 
he knew' these rules were respected by 
his employes. At the Cohn store it was 
said that Mr. Cohn’s Instructions to 
the clerks were in accord with the law 
and that they were carried out to the 
letter.

Helaxt’s parents are dead. Mr. Clar¬ 
ence Helalt, an attorney, of Louisville, 
Is an uncle of the deceased. 

Minister Assaulted.

—Hood Puynter is charged with as¬ 
saulting the Rev. George Daugherty, a 
Shaker, at a Sunday-school convention. 
Poynter struck the minister in the head 
with a huge rock and when he fell 
unconscious beat him in the side. Poyn¬ 
ter was arrested and lodged In Jail 
at Frenchburg. He Is a member of a 
prominent family. 

Daugherty is sixty-five years old. rnl 
one of the best-known men ln the 
mountains. He is suffering from inter- 
nal .injuries and may die. 

Drowns in Tennessee River. 

Paducah. Ky„ July 15.—[Special.]— 
Hugh McClain, nineteen years old. of 
220 Tennessee street, fell from hi® skiff, 
while in on epileptic fit. some time Sun¬ 
day, and was drowned in the Tennessee 
river. He hired a skiff Sunday morn¬ 
ing to visit his trot line. In the after¬ 
noon the empty skiff was picked up In 
the Ohio river. When It was identified 
the Tennessee river in the vicinity of 
the trot lines w'as dragged and the body 
was recovered. McClain was subject 
to epilepsy. 

Rains Improve Crops. 

Paris. Ky., July 15.—[Special.]—The 
crop outlook ln Bourbon county has 
Improved very materially as the result 
of copious rains. Corn, tobacco and 
hemp were practically at a standstill, 
hut the rains have relieved the situa¬ 
tion. Wheat threshing, which was sus¬ 
pended. owing to the rains, has been 
resumed. The prediction that the crop 
would prove a grekt disappointment, 
and would not yield more than 65 per 
cent., has been verified. The oats crop 
la but an indifferent one. 

Dies While on Visit. 

Hickman. Ky., July 15.—[Special.]— 
Mr3. Bessie Templeton, wife of Will 
Templeton, died at the home of her 
sisters in Fulton. She was there on 
a visit. On July 3 she was taken ill 
with typhoid fever. She had recently 
made her home here with her parents 
since their return from Texas. Mrs. 
Templeton W'as a daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Will Meacham, who moved here 
from Fulton a short time ago. She 
was buried in Fulton. 


In an opinion furnished the Board of 
Park Commissioners, Roy D. W. San¬ 
ders takes the portion that the Court 
of Appeals erred In declaring that the 
Governor Alls Lhe vacancies on the 
board. In Lhe opinion, Roy Sanders 
says the court found as it did prob¬ 
ably because It thought the entire 
board was ousted by the decision. He 
says the board itself fills all vacancies 
as follows: 

While It does nut appear In it® opinion 
in the contested election cases, the reason 
underlying its suggestion that the Gov¬ 
ernor has the power to appoint to illl 
the vacancies in the office* of members 
of the General Council. Mayor and Park 
Commissioners is, that the appointing 
power designated in the statute® was de¬ 
stroyed by the decision, and of necessity 
It must rest elsewhere, and tlmt under 
Section 7# of the Const It u lion and Sec¬ 
tion 3758, Kentucky Statutes, the power 
to fill a vacancy in the office of Mayor 
is in the General Council; and under Sec¬ 
tion 2771, Kentucky Statutes, the power lo 
fill a vacancy ln the General Council is 
in the General .Council. Manifestly the^o 
vacancies could not be so filled in the 
present instance, because fhe appointing 
power designated, viz., the General Coun¬ 
cil, wms Itself destroyed and no longer 
existed and there was no provision of law 
us to filling these vacancies except Sec¬ 
tion 76 of the Constitution and Section 
3?o\ Kentucky Statutes, which read us 
follows: 

Section 76 of the Constitution: “He, the 
Governor, shall have the power, except 
os otherwise provided in the Constitu¬ 
tion. to fill vacancies by granting com¬ 
mission®, which shall expire when such 
vacancies shall have been filled accord¬ 
ing to tho provisions of this Constitu¬ 
tion.”

ELEVEN NEGROES CAUGHT IN 
RAID ON CRAP GAME. 


VAGS CONSPICUOUSLY ABSENT 


Section 3758, Kentucky Statute*, pro¬ 
rides: “Should a vacancy occur in any 
of said offices, by reason of the death, 
resignation or removal of the officer, cr 
from any other cause, or should u nke 
vacancy occur In any other office where 
•there 1® no provision of law for filling 
©time, ®uch vacancy shall be Ailed by ap¬ 
pointment of tho Governor.’’ 

It will be seen that the opinion of the 
Court of Appeals Is clearly correct so far 
us the General Council and Mayor are 
.concerned; clearly there wai no provision 
of law for filling th© vacancies when the 
General Council woe destroyed except the 
above-queried sections, and they apply. 

With respect, however, to tbe Board 
of Park CbmmlMrtoners, the court 18 
clearly in error, doubtless due to an over¬ 
night in believing that the entire board 
was ousted by tbo decision. v 

Section 2844, Kentucky Statutes, pro¬ 
vides: "All vaconoles In said board 

(Park Corn mission rrs) shall be filled by 
appointment of the board, or by election. 
In accordance with 8»-©tlon 152 of tho Con¬ 
stitution of Kentucky." 

Tlie Board of Park Commissioners is 
composed of six commissioners and Lhe 
Mayor; am only three commissioners wore 
ousted by the decision, it result* that 
there ore only three vacancies and the 
situation contemplated for the application 
of Section 2844 1® presented and the re¬ 
maining three commissioners and the 
Mayor have the power \o fill the va¬ 
cancies. and not tho Governor. In this 
Instance tho appointing power pointed out 
in th© statute was not destroyed and 
•there is no occasion for th© application 
of Section 76 of rhe Constitution and Sec¬ 
tion 3758 of the Kentucky Statutes as in 
tiie case of the General Council and 
Mayor. 

The only application of Section 152 of 
th© Constitution is. that as the vacancies 
occurred more than three months before 
the next ©lection the ^ppolnuea will hold 
only until the next election, at which 
time the vacancies for the remaining two 
years must be filled by election of the 
people. 

It 1* entirely competent for tne three 
remaining commissioners, together with 
the Mayor, to fill these vacancies, ps 
neither the hold-over member*, nor :he 
board in its corporate capacity wns a 
pnrtv to the conlixft case and th© decision 
therein rendered is not binding upon 
cither. _ _

“Members of tints department will ar¬ 
rest on the charge of loitering ail per¬ 
son®, both w'hite and black, who are 
known a® crop shooters, thieves, etc.; 
.tie© person® who have no visible mean® 
of support, who congregate around low 
saloons and houses of prostitution; nlso 
persons who cannot give it good account 
of themselves found loafing and loitering 
around on their heats. The above class 
ot people must he arrested at once and 
presented to tho Police Court.”

Familiar Loiterers Disappear. 

The order was issued yesterday and 
was printed In the Daily Bulletin. 
"Street walkers" are included in the 
general order and last night one arrest 
was made on this charge. However, 
with the exception of the raid on the 
crap game In the rear of Tom Pryor's 
saloon, #39 West Green street, the po¬ 
lice had an easy day and but few ar¬ 
rests were made. 

One of the police sergeants said last 
night that on his rounds he had failed 
to see certain loiterers who had often 
confronted him before and that they 
were conspicuous because of their ab¬ 
sence.

Of all Uncle Sam's aboriginal enemies 
none were more implacable and stub¬ 
born than the Sioux, or Dakota Indians. 
They roamed at will over the vast 
stretch of territory reaching from Lake 
Michigan to the Rocky Mountains and 
from Saskatchewan to the Arkansas 
river. Most of the survivors are now 
settled peaceably on the Pine Ridge, 
Standing Rock, Rosebud, Cheyenne riv¬ 
er and Devil's Lake reservations. The 
extinction of the buffalo rendered It Im¬ 
possible for the Indians of the great 
plains to continue their nomadic ca- 
r«*er, and It was this, rather thun the 
valor of the American army that com¬ 
pleted the conquest of the Bloux, and 
that makes it extremely improbable 
that they will ever again take the war¬ 
path. 

The surviving war chiefs, therefore., 
are interesting links with the past, re¬ 
calling days that will never be dupli¬ 
cated. These days already seem so re¬ 
mote that it gives one a feeling of sur¬ 
prise to learn that the roll call of the 
surviving chiefs is stllkso long. On 
the Standing Rock reservation. North 
Dakota, there are six—John Grasse, 
Mad Bear. Cllaka. No Heart. Black 
Bull fund White Bull On the Pine 
Ridge reservation. South Dakota, there | 
are also six—Red Cloud. American 
Horse, Short Bull, Bad Wound, Rocky 
Bear and Yellow Bear—belonging to 
the Ogallala division of the Sioux na¬ 
tion. These are the lost of the red 
commanders whose savage hosts used 
to terrorize the whole district crossed 
by the Overland and Montana emigrant 
trails, from Denver to the Black Hills, 
and from the Missouri river to the Big 
Horn Mountains Most of them were 
only subchiefs, whose voices made but 
little Impression around the council 
fires. Only one of the twelve ever 
reached the dignity of head chieftain¬ 
ship uf the wholes Sioux nation. That 
was Red Cloud, who once wielded a 
power greater than that of any other 
Indian now fixing. 

0 0 0 

History of Red Cloud. 
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Red Cloud is now more than eighty 
years old, living with his wife in more 
or less content near the Pine Ridge 
agency. He Is totally blind, almost 
deaf, and fast spiking Into dotage, 
bearing tittle resemblance to the im¬ 
placable warrior that used to terrorise 
the forty-niners on their way to the 
California gold fields. , He was born 
about the year 1822, on the North 
Platte river, near the site of old Fort 
Laramie. He inherited his chieftain¬ 
ship from his father, whose name was 
Red Cloud algo. and who was a noted 
chief in his day. although his wars 
were waged against Crows, Cheyennes. 
Utes. Bannocks and Shoshones. Young 
Red Cloud took the warpath when 
fourteen years old and rose steadily 
until he became the greatest and most 
powerful chief of his age and genera¬ 
tion-a position he hold until he was 
formally deposed by Gen. Crook in 
1870. when Spotted Tall was made 
h»nd chief of the Sioux nation In his 
place. In his prime h£*as described 
as a magnificent spedNuon of Indian 
manhood, six feet tall, weighing 2<*> 
pounds, ond capable of feats of pro* 
dlglous strength. 

Although R<'‘1 Cloud was n hereditary 
chief, that fact gave him no great 
standing among his people. In order to 
make his voice heard around the coun¬ 
cil fires and to attract an important fol¬ 
lowing of warriors it was necessary for 
him to prove his right to leadership 
and to distinguish himself by deeds of 
personal valor. Along about 1850 the 
Bloux nation, or rather thnt branch of 
It in the neighborhood of Fort Laramie, 
was divided Into two hostile bands, 
known as the Bad Faces and the Cut- 
Offs. Red Cloud was ch1r?f of the Bad 
Faces, and Bull Bear of the Cut-OfTs, 
the latter sharing the honors with his 
son. Little Wound. Several fights took 
place between the two bands, but with 
no decisive result, until one day Red 
Cloud was attacked by seven of hi a 
enemies. Although wounded In many 
places, his physical powers were so 
great that he succeeded In killing them 
all, cutting off Chief Bull Bear's head 
and bearing It In triumph to exhibit it 

to the admiring warriors.

This exploit established his right to 
be considered one of the great leaders 
of the Sioux. Braves flocked to Join his 
band from all directions. Such of the 
Cut-Offs us were unwilling to Join him 
moved to the South Platte river, in Col¬ 
orado and Western Kansas, while Red 
Cloud led his people north to the Black 
Hills of South Dakota. Here he was 
Joined by all the Ogallala Sioux, by the 
Minneconjus, the oth«*r branches of the 
Sioux family. X he >* wenl lnto camp on 
Red river, on the plateau Just north of 
the present site of Rapid City. 8. D. 
Here he was acclaimed head chief of 
the whole Sioux nation, although the 
Cut-Offs and a few other tribes refused 
to recognize his authority. 

In the years that followed Red Cloud 
led his warriors in many fights against 
the Pawnees and Utes, as well as 
against the common enemy, the white 
men. How many attacks he led on the 
overland stages and on the prulrte 
schooners of emigrants crossing the 

f ilalns, or how many flghst he engaged 
n against frontier troops, cannrit be 
even guessed at. He was bitterly op¬ 
posed to the building of the Union Pa¬ 
cific railroad, dramatically withdrawing 
from a council at which most df the 
chiefs of the region to be traversed 
gave their consent, with a declaration 
that he would never leave the warpath 
until the building of the road was 
abandoned and until the white men left 
the buffalo plains. He had yet to learn 
that “never" was a long, long time, and 
that the terrible white race possessed 
resources of which the red aborigines 
never dreamed. 

Judged from an Indian standpoint. 
Red Cloud’s greatest exploit was what 
Is known as the Fetter man, or Fort 


The country was sick of the Inter¬ 
minable talos of Indian wars, and the 
Fetterman ma-ssaere seemed the last 
straw. With undignified haste the 
Government agreed to a treaty with 
the Sioux, abandoning to thorn nearly 
uH of North and South Dakota, north¬ 
ern Nebraska, northern Wyoming and 
northern and eastern Montana. This 
magnificent territory, comprising more 
than INO.oOO square mile*, was guaran¬ 
teed to the Indians "forever" by solemn 
treaty. More than half of it was desig¬ 
nated as Indian hunting grounds, 
which no white man might enter with¬ 
out special permission from the In¬ 
dians themselves. The Government 
agreed to abandon and dismantle the 
chain of forts established along the 
Montana emigrant trull, running within 
u few miles of the base of the Big Horn 
mountains. Including Fort Reno, 
situated on the middle fork of the 
Powder river; Fort Phil Kearney, cn 
Clear Fork of the same stream, and 
Fort C. F. Smith, on the lfig Horn 
river. 

By this unwise und disastrous treaty 
not only were emigrants over the Mon¬ 
tana trail given over to the tender mer¬ 
cies of the Sioux, but much of the terri¬ 
tory of the Crows, Shoshones and Ban¬ 
nocks was surrendered to them. Th * 

Montana trail was reddened with the 
blood of emigrants; and the Shoshones. 

Crows and Bannocks were Insulted, 
persecuted. harrUxI and driven from pil¬ 
lar to post by the exulting Sioux. The 
treaty was consummated at Fort Lnm- 
mle in 1868, and ttie* forts designated 
were abandoned immediately. Red 
Cloud’s name headed the fist of chiefs 
and head men signing the treaty, and

Two brothers, manufacturers by trade 
and utterly • unacquainted with the bir- 
bertng business, have chosen barbershops 
as an Investment for their surplus capi¬ 
tal. They might have put more money 
into tloclr regular business or Invented In 
stocks, mines or what not, but looking 
over the business field In New York they 
decided that they could not do bet-tor than 
go Into borberlng. 

The brothers now own nearly a doz?n 
shops and employ about sixty barbers. 
Their business at first lay in the down¬ 
town business district only, but not long 
ago they bought the good will of a 
shop pretty well up town. One of the 
barhers employed In the shop would have 
been glad to buy it, but the brothers out¬ 
bid Mm. 

Each shop owned by these nonprofes- 
skmal barbers has a manager, himself a 
practical barber, who keeps an eye on 
the butfinota, and when the place Is crowd¬ 
ed wields razor or scissors lUmself. There 
Is a general ntanager, w'ho visits nil the 
shops from time to time and keep an eye 
upon accounts and receipts. 

Once a week tho receipts ami ohecks 
from aW the shops are taken to the head 
down town, and there the whole 
week's business Is put through a cknrlrtg- 
bouse process. On Saturday everytx*dy is 
paid off In each shop, and If the receipt* 
in hand at any shop are not enough f r 
thro purpose tiro deficit Is made up from 
the head rbop. Two days* receipts are 
loft in each Shop for the payment of 
weekly wjiges, and tills Is usually enough 
for the purpose. 

\Vl»olcsaJe horbering pays pretty well, 
because the owner of a dozen shop's can 
buy supplies* at the lowest prices, and 


haring plenty of capital Is able to get 
favorable rates in buildings where the 
shops are Mtuatcd. Tho dozcr^jUiop con 
corn has also another advantage over tho 
self-employing barber wlCh a single shop. 
The success of the business as a whole 
Is not dependent upon local conditions in 
any one part of the city. 

All sorts of tlMings happen to boost or 
depress trade hi an Individual shop, but 
the whole dozen do not suffer art once. 
It Is cusy nJsM when business slackens In 
one shop to transfer at least one bnrb r 
from fit to a norther, where the men are 
rather too buy. 

If shops are near together It Is possible 
at a specially busy hour to mil a bartK-r 
from a neighboring shop. Profits are not 
groat In any one shop, for rents are high 
and the barbers are well paid. Tho shop 
manager gets better wages than the bar¬ 
bers. The business gnvws in a natural 
and healthy fashion. When an opp»rtunl- 
ty occurs to buy out a shop in a region 
where the brothers have nope of their 
own they can make the purchase with¬ 
out a greart outlay of capital and without 
greatly increasing the cost of manage¬ 
ment. They I wive found It profitable to 
add a couple of drugstores to their list 
of enterprises.

Exempting Private Property. 
Among the practicable matters be¬ 
fore The Hague conference la the 
American proposal that private prop¬ 
erty at sea. except contraband of war, 
shall be exempt from capture or seiz¬ 
ure. 

This Is by no means a new proposi¬ 
tion for this country. After the Cri¬ 
mean VYtr the European Powers held 
a convention at Paris, at which it was 
resolved that "privateering is and re¬ 
mains abolished." Other nations not 
represented at that conference were 
Invited to give their assent to its con¬ 
clusions. These were. Jn effect, a

binding on any except those who gave 

their assent. It recognizes the prin¬ 
ciple that the law of nations may be 
changed by International agreement so 
as to bind those who assent to the 
change. 

The assent of the United States to 
the clause abolishing privateering was 
particularly desired. This was by rea¬ 
son of the fact that this country had 
employed privateers to prey upon the 
commerce of an enemy, with very great 
success. In those days we had a great 
merchant marine, and our merchant 
vessels could be readily converted into 
privateers, which could prey upon the 
merchant vessels of the enemy, arid run 
away from the warships. The position 
which we held then and for some time 
before w'as well stated by Richard Cob- 
den In the House of Commons in 1859: 
‘If the spirit of America were once 
aroused and her resentment excited, her 


the lamest sort of logic. The total 
abolition of war Is recognized as most 
desirable, but as unattainable at pres¬ 
ent. But if we must have war. In spite 
of the general knowledge of Its horrors. 
It Is certainly Important that Its cruel¬ 
ties and its horrors should be made as 
small as possible. 

It may be that the proposal to exempt 
private property at sea will not be ac¬ 
cepted at The Hague Conference. 
American privateering is no longer 
feared as It was half a century ago. 
The great American merchant marine, 
bu^t up as Mr. Cobden said, by low 
taxation and a prosperous people, has 
been nearly annihilated by high taxes 
and navigation laws that were framed for 
entirely different conditions. Hence we 
are no longer able to ami privateers in 
such numbers as to destroy an enemy’s 
commerce. For all that the American 
proposal w f as made at a time when we 
had next to the largest merchant ma¬ 
rine in the world; it is right; and in the 
end. if not now, the commercial nations 
of the world will see that it is to their 
interest to approve it. The feeble ar¬ 
gument that is made against it is the 
best proof that It is correct.

The Lawyer's Privilege. 

There was an Important verdict in 
a prosecution at White Plains, New 
York, last week. A woman named Mae 
Parker had been convicted of an at¬ 
tempt to swindle a street railway com¬ 
pany, by seeking damages for a pre¬ 
tended Injury on a car of which her 
husband, under on assumed name, was 
conductor. She was convicted of per¬ 
jury. 

In the action against the railway 
company the plaintiff was represented 
by a lawyer named Alpheus Frank. 
He was Indicted for subornation of per¬ 
jury'. On the trial he claimed that he 
wae the Innocent victim of two Im¬ 
postors, who had told him a well-de¬ 
vised story, which he believed. The 
jury, however, were convinced that he 
was well awnre of the character of 
his clients, and the falsity of their 
claims, and accordingly, he w*as found 
guilty. 

Of course, a court of last resort 
may be asked to pass upon the conrect- 
neas of the instructions upon which the 
conviction was had. If we assume that 
the law* was correctly given to the jury, 
the ca*e is worthy of the attention* 
of those lawyers whoso agenta chose 
ambulances and who afterward advls© 
the victims to bring suits for damages 
whether they were badly hurt, or 
whether they were in fault or not. If 
the lawyer is to be held responsible for 
the perjury w hich he advises and brings 
out, there will be some restraint upon 
the fake dumage suits which are so 
often brought for pretended Injuries, or 
for real injuries due to the negligence 
of th$ victims. Every person is entitled 
to competent legal assistance, but the 
lawyer that advises and directs per¬ 
jury is not a desirable citizen, and if 
he can be punished for it It w ill be all 
the better for the interests of Justice. 


The New Texas Insurance Act 
Twenty-one life insurance companies 
of other States which have been trans¬ 
acting business in Texas, Including 
some of the most prominent in the 
country', have withdrawn from the 
Stato on account of the passage of 
what Is known as the Robertson bill 
by the late Legislature. The bill went 
into operation on the 14th Inst. It re¬ 
quires that all foreign stock or mutual 
insurance companies, as a condition to 
their right to transact business in the 
State, shall invest and keep Invested In 
Texas securities, which are defined, or 
!n office buildings in Texas cities of 
26.000 population or more, at least 75 
per cent, of the legal reserve belloaging 
to policies written on the lives of citi¬ 
zens of the State, provided that, upon 
a showing that such an investment 
would be unsafe, permission may be 
granted to invest In the bonds of the 
United States or of any State In the 
Union; and provided, also, that the 
Commissioner may w’aive the require¬ 
ments of the act in toto when a com¬ 
pany makes a sufficient showing, of 
which the Commissioners Is to be the 
judge, that It cannot obtain the securi¬ 
ties mentioned. 

The revenue which the State derived 
In 1906 from the companies which have 
withdrawn amounted to $124,408, and it 
is expected that others which, in the 
aggregate, brought the treasury near¬ 
ly as much more, will follow their ex¬ 
ample. This will, therefore, not only 
entail a loss which will have to be 
made up by some form Of taxation 
bearing upon the citizens, but cause 
much Inconvenience or loss to those 
w’ho wish to carry insurance upon their 
lives. It w’ill force such either to take 
out policies in homo companies or in 
the restricted list of foreign companies 
which may' submit to the exactions of 
the !aw r . or to go to adjacent States 
to patronize the excluded companies. It 
will to this extent inure, therefore, to 
the inconvenience of Texas policyhold¬ 
ers in these companies, who without 
the enactment of such laws already had 
ample protection against loss. The solv¬ 
ency and standing of such corporations 
rest .upon the annual report of the 
States in which they are incorporated, 
w’bloh is universally accepted, and 
would not be strengthened by the tax- 
mercantile marine alone—the growth ot , mpo3cd by the new , aw 


The Trade of Southern Ports. 

Forts on the southern, western and 
northern borders of the United States 
nre steadily increasing their share of 
both the export and import trade, and 
the percentage of trade passing 
through the Atlantic seaboard is de¬ 
creasing. Such is the situation shown 
by the records of the Bureau of Sta¬ 
tistics of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor. Comparing conditions In 
1907 with those of 1897, the gain In im¬ 
ports is apportioned as follows: At¬ 
lantic ports show an increase of 79 per 
cent.; Gulf ports, 220 per cent.; Pacific 
ports, 11 per cent.; Mexican border 
ports, 337 per cent.; northern border 
and lake ports, 118 per cent.; interior 
ports. 180 per cent., and for the country 
as a whole, 90 per cent. In exports the 
relative Increases are: Atlantic ports. 
46 per cent.; Gulf ports, 163 per cent.; 


commerce, th$ result of low taxation 
and a prosperous people—would be 
more than a match for any war navy 
that exists on the continent of Europe.” 
Naturally, the nations of Europe w'ere 
anxious that a country with such re¬ 
sources for privateering should give 
its assent to its abolition. 

This country was not indisposed to 
forego the advantages that Its great 
eminence as the owner of a magnificent 
merchant marine then gave it. but It 
desired to see that the law' of nations 
be made consistent. If it was to give 
up the privilege of preying on an ene¬ 
my’s commerce by granting letters of 
marque and reprisal. It desired to see 
recognized the corollary that private 
property at sea should not be subject 
to seizure and compensation. If this 
were done the temptation to send out 
privateers would be greatly lessened. 
For if merchant vessels may not be 
granted leave to seize private property, 
why should this be conceded to war 
vessels? So our Government agreed 
to abolish privateering if worships of 
a belligerent were also prohibited from 
seizing private property at sea, with 
the exception of contraband of war. 
The other Powers havo never assented 
to this amendment to the Declaration 
of Paris, and so we still have Che right 
to employ privateers if we choose to do 
so. But our proposal at The Hague 
is in pursuance of a policy which we 
have consistently maintained for half 
a century. % 

The chief objection to our proposal 
Is that the dread of pecuniary losses is 
one of the greatest deterrents of war 
and that the Interests of peace would 
not be subserved by exempting private 
property at sea from seizure and confis¬ 
cation. Commerce Is becoming more and 
more a factor In international relations, 
and whatever threatens that In time of 
war makes it more anxious to keep the 
peace. Now the essential viciousness 
of this argument Is that It proves too 
much. In effect It says that the w’ay to 
preserve the peace is to make war as 
dreadful and destructive as possi¬ 
ble. All propositions, therefore, to 
mitigate the horrors of war are 
Ill-advised and to bo deprecated. 
If this be true, why the decision in 
regard to the use of dumdum bullets? 
The bombardment of cities, the general 
deatructlon of property, private and 
public, burning and devastation, may 
all be justified and applauded on the 
ground that they make war more hor¬ 
rible and peace more desirable. It Is 


This view Is accepted by the most 
intelligent of the press and by the 
loading lawyers of the State, who rec¬ 
ognize In the now statute the imposi¬ 
tion of a hardship upon the people 
rather tl^in the excluded corporations. 
Referring to the Mutual companies, 
and particularly to the three largest 
w’hlch underwent such a rigid over¬ 
hauling in New York two years ago. 
the Galveston News say*: “They are 
not merely combinations of a few' un¬ 
restricted Individuals who are ready to 
despoil us. These companies do not be¬ 
long to the officers and agents thereof. 
They are, rather. Immense aggrega¬ 
tions of citizens, Texans and residents 
of other States, who have their money 
Invested and who desire to have their 
interests respected and protected. The 
fool may say in his heart, damn this 
or that company, or damn the 'Big 
Three,’ bait any person of intelligence 
understands that lti damning them he 
is merely condemning his good neigh¬ 
bors who have policies in them, and is 
simply wreaking his vengeance upon 
the grafters who once ran them into 
scandalous politic®, but who are now' 
gone, and upon innocent Texans and 
others, sometimes widow* and orphans, 
who, under the present laws, are the 
owners of the companies.” 


Fatigue Antitoxin. 

A Bavarian pathologist claims to have 
discovered that fatigue is produced by a 
toxin, and he gives grounds for hope 
that he has discovered an antitoxin 
which will neutralize the effect of the 
fatigue bacillus, or whatever he calls 
the gorm that produces the tired feel¬ 
ing. 

There is, of course, an Impression that 
fatigue is produced not by a toxin, but 
by work. The farmer who goes out at 
4 a. m. these long summer days and 
quits at 8 In the evening does not nsk 
for any explanation why he Is tired. He 
thinks he knows the reason and is far 
from laying the blame on any toxin, un¬ 
less it be the toxin of labor. Eight 
hours' sleep is as good an antitoxin as 
he desires, unless he be permitted to ex¬ 
tend his period of rest to ten hours, 
which ho may do on Sunday mornings. 

Nevertheless, there are those who 
have not labored sixteen hours, or even 
sixteen minutes, who are overtaken by 
that tired feeling that makes them In¬ 
disposed to exertion. It might fiatter 
them to be told that they are suffering 
from the ravages of some toxin. Wheth¬ 
er they would desire to be cured or not 
is very questionable. There are those 
who believe that laziness is the most 
approved of all labor-saving devices, 
and many can testify that It has saved 
them much painful exertion. 

It Is not, of course, to be supposed 
that the fatigue antitoxin is to be used 
as a substitute for that repose which Is 
absolutely necessary after prolonged ex¬ 
ertion. There Is nothing morbid about 
such fatigue, and, therefore, no treat¬ 
ment is necessary beyond the rest which 
nature requires. But there are not a few' 
who are said, with much plausibility, 
to have been “born tired.” It may be 
possible that neither such people nor 
their parents have committed sins to 
account for such a condition. Maybe 
there was a prenatal bacillus, an In¬ 
vidious toxin, which condemned them 
from their birth to chronic fatigue. This 
is clearly a morbid state, and calls for 
treatment. If the Bavarian pathologist 
can cure them, and make them hungry 
for useful exertion, he will introduce 
sweetness and light Into many house¬ 
holds upon w'hich the chronic fatigue of 
the head of the family has cast a 
blight. 

It may be too early to inquire w’hether 
such treatment ought to be compulsory, 
Involuntary servitude, except as a pun¬ 
ishment for crime. Is contrary to the 
Constitution. But by the terms of the 
question the antitoxin would not drive 
the man to involuntary labor; it would 
simply make it voluntary; perhaps, 
even delightful. Is this essentially dif 
ferent from treating a man for inebriety 
or Insanity? It is an open question 
u'hether laziness does not produce ifoore 
misery than Inebriety; It certainly pro¬ 
duces more than} insanity, on account of 
its wider diffusion. 

Of course, if the fatigue antitoxin be¬ 
comes plentiful it will be necessary to 
w’atch the employers of labor. One of 
them might tell his employes that It 
w'as Ills treat and might secretly so 
Inoculate them with the antitoxin that 
they would not want to quit work at all. 
In this way he might get a great deal 
more w'ork done than he paid for. to the 
serious prejudice of his working force. 

It Is to be hoped that the Bavarian 
gentleman is not too sanguine and that 
he will hurry up his antitoxin. There 
are a good many at this season of the 
year that need it badly.

It seemed too late for the apparently 
doomed man to get out of the way, and 
a cry of horror went up from the spec¬ 
tators on the sidewalk. Just as the 
car reached him Mr. Hutchcraft gave • 
leap into the air and landed safely on 
the fender, with his hand* clutching 
the iron railing on the front of the car. 
When the ear was stopped Mr. Huteh- 
eraft was found to be unhurt.

The care and treatment of the Insane 
can he studied under very novel condi¬ 
tions at the little Belgian town of Geel 
or Gheel, twenty-six miles east south¬ 
east of Antwerp. Gheel Is really a town 
of tho insane. One meets them every¬ 
where; they roam about the streets; they 
Like their refreshment* in the cafe*, and 
they go through their dally labor* often 
with more sen*e than does many an or¬ 
dinary citizen who Is believed to be sound 
In mind and body. 

There are about 1.500 out patient*, and 
they are taken a* hoarders by the towns¬ 
people. Of course these are harmless 
cases, and the dangerous Insane are 
looked after either In the local asylum or 
In remote villages. The Inhabitant* charge 
£12 to £120 a year, according to the way 
In which the patient wtshe* to live; yet, 
no matter how Uttle he pays, he Is al¬ 
ways treated with wonderful kindness by 
the family with whom he is boarding. Tho 1 
good people of Gheel seem to have a ( 
splendid faculty for being able to treat 
the Insane successfully, and many mar¬ 
velous cases of recovery are on record. » 
This Is the result of heredity, for the ex¬ 
perience gained has been handed down 
from father to son for centuries. 

Tho patient 1* really the guest of the 
household; the armchair Is allotted to himj 
he has the best place at the table, and 
he receives the most attention. Thu* he 
learn* gradually the value of the respect 
which is his duo, and. therefore, he strives 
to master his affliction so that he shall 1 
not lose hi* privileges. The little chil¬ 
dren of Gheel have learned how to han¬ 
dle these curious visitors; they play with 
tliem fearlessly, and walk and talk with 
them. Sometimes the patient may be 
seen tending the baby. 

Naturally enough, Gheel is filled with 
emperors.” “queens.” “kings,” “million¬ 
aires.” “popes,” “arch bis hops,” and oth¬ 
er magnificent people; yet all such cases 
are treated most kindly and respectfully 
by the inhabitants of Gheel. There is 
ono cose of a “king” who tells <U1 new¬ 
comers that he ha* two left legs and, 
therefore, he is obliged to have two left 
boots and two loft leg* to his trousers. 
Another old gentleman thinks he Is the 
Pope and that ho could fly to heaven; only 
for the moment he ts too fat; his landlord 
seem* to wish to help him to make a 
start in flying from the window of the 
second story, but he reminds him that 
he might fall and break hi* neck; there¬ 
upon live “pope” decides to put off his 
flight “until after tea.”

CARAVAN TRADE 

DEAD IN SAHARA. 


Ships of the Desert Are Too Slow For 
Modern Traffic. 


[New York Sun.] 

All tho routes the trade has followed 
for ages across the larger pan of the 
Sahara controlled by France are now 
open to the traveler, who may go on 
his way with a feeling of security, for 
he knows he will not be molested by 
bandits. The paths from well to well 
are absolutely secure. Within (the last 
two years two French professors. Gau¬ 
tier and Chudeau, each without 
weapons and each accompanied only by 
a guide and a servant, have crossed 
the desert along different routes from 
Algeria, to the Soudan without an acci¬ 
dent or a menace. On all the routes 
pushing northward through the wastes 
to Algeria and Tunis millions of dol¬ 
lars’ worth of commodities have passed 
to and fro. But the trade is dead. Not 
a caravan la now using these rouieu. 
There are two good reasons for the 
remarkable transformation. 

M. Gautier met a large number of 
the nomad I fora-Tuaregs, but he did 
not see a caravan on his way. A while 
ago Capt. Fly Salnte-Marie led a party 
across the wide Erg Igidl, west of 
the Taut oases. Several of the cara¬ 
van routes fro 0 i the Mediterranean to 
the Soudan are traced through that belt 
of desert. On his may he shows six 
of them through the Erg, all of which 
were once largely used and all con¬ 
verged on Toadeni, formerly the great 
salt and slave market In the heart of 
the Western Soudan. Here are the 
oases, uninhabited, but rich In water 
and grass, where the caravans used to 
feed and rest their pack animals. There 
are five of these green places In the 
desert, and Fly Sainte-Marie visited 
them all He found old traces of the 
camps,inhere thousands of camels had 
been /pastured. He found one new 
trace, about two weeks old. the track 
of two camels and only one man travel¬ 
ing northward. This was the only evi¬ 
dence of human activity he saw. In 
seventy-one days of travel, during 
which he covered 2.300 kilometers, he 
saw no other sign of human life. 

Tinduf, a little farther west, has al¬ 
most completely disappeared. Lenz 
found It In the eighties the most flour¬ 
ishing town he saw In the Sahara, the 
great collecting place of the trade be¬ 
tween Morocco and the Soudan, the 
largest slave mart In the desert. Hero 
the negroes of the Soudan were herded 
a part of them to* go on to Morocco 
and the remainder to be aent farther 
east to be traded for salt at Taodenl 
and then scattered far and wide among 
the oases. Both these places are now 
mostly in ruins and hAve no commer¬ 
cial significance. The transsaharan 
traffic has been wiped out. and it has 
been done by the French while they 
were making its routes secure. There 
will still be an active and a growing 
trade between the oases and the fer¬ 
tile regions north and south of the 
desert, but the French say themselves 
that there is no prospect of the re¬ 
vival of the through commercial routes 
across the Sahara. 

The two agencies that have brought 
about this great change are the com¬ 
plete suppression of the slave trade 
and the multiplication of steam routes 
of communication in the Soudan. There 
Is no further use for camel caravans 
between the Western Soudan and the 
Western Mediterranean States. The 
transportation of slaves was a large 
and very profitable feature of the 
trade, but this .commerce has been 
wholly wiped out. The legitimate trade 
Is following the line of least resistance 
opened by the progress of material 
civilization. 

The upper Niger now floats light- 
draught steamers that carry freight 
past Timbuktu hundreds of miles to 
the railroad that passes It on to the 
Senegal, where other steamers carry 
It to the Atlantic. It Is the longer 
way to the Mediterranean and to 
Europe, but It Is ter cheaper than 
camel «^aravans across the Sahara. 
Some day. doubtless, the Sahara will 
be spanned by railways, but until that 
time the western half or the desert 
will have practically no part In the 
trade movement between the Soudan 
and North Afric a. _

Iffr. Tevis, Formerly of Jeffersonville, 
Now Rushvilie Minister. 

The Rev. Virgil W. Tevis. a former pop¬ 
ular pastor of Wall-street Methodist Epis¬ 
copal church. in Jeffersonvihc has stirred 
up a hornet's nest at RUshviile, lnd.. 
where he is now stationed, with a sermon 
he preached Sunday on "Gossips." Dr. 
Tevis spared no words in holding up to 
sforn the man and w'omun who is con¬ 
tinually berating others and his home city 
or town.

We forget that 
a word once spoken is public property; 
that after we give our thoughts to Lhe 
world they are to longer our own, but 
the property of the world, open to any in¬ 
terpretation. 

"The malicious destruction of property 
1 * a gentlemanly act beside that of a gos¬ 
sip monger who defames a man’s charac¬ 
ter and that character is something di¬ 
vine. We do not realise how hard It is 
to lose u good name and how hard It Is 
to regain U. Gossip striking at character 
is born of envy, of jealousy and of 
thoughtlessness." 

Dr. Tevis is one of the best known 
preachers in the Indiana Methodist Epis¬ 
copal Conference and while stationed In 
Jeffersonville preached many sermons to 
his congregation that were on aim lur 
lines to the one he delivered in RushvllIe.^

THAT ONCE GREAT RACE HORSE, THE RARD, 

NOW TAKING HIS LAST JODRNEY 


Being Shipped To Chesterbrook, the Country Place of His 
Late Owner, A. J. Cassatt, Near Philadelphia. 


L exington. Ky.. July is.—[Special] 
—The once great race horse. The 
Bard, which is now twenty-five 
years old and Infirm from age. 
was shipped to-day to Uhesterbrook, the 
country place of the Cassatt family, near 
Philadelphia, where he will spvnd the re¬ 
mainder of this days surrounded by every 
comfort that money and tender car can 
give him. The Bard was the greatest 
race horse of his day, defeating ail of the 
other crack horses of that period. Includ¬ 
ing Hanover. Kingston and Flrenxi. 

He racer! under the colors of A. J. Cas¬ 
satt. of Philadelphia, prisldent of the 
Pennsylvania raflroncv and when ids days 
on the turf were ended he was retired to 
tho stud of Mr. Cas.^itt at Berwyn, Pa. 
Hero he sired a number of good race 
horses, but Gold Heels was the only one 
of his get to attain great distinction. 
Several years ago Mr. Cassatt sold all 


of his thoroughbred horses except The 
Bard, which he retained on sentimental 
grounds and as William Steele, who hud 
been manager of the Cassatt stud, was 
going to move to Kentucky, he permitted 
Mr. Steele to bring The Bard with him. 
and he has been at Mr. Steele's breeding 
establishment In thJs county for several 
years. 

Mr. Cassatt died about a year ago and 
as the old horse had recently become* very 
febeel, Mr Steele wrote to Mr. Cassatt’s 
9on asking permission to painlessly put 
him to death. An answer was received 
from young Cnssatt stating that ills fa¬ 
ther had been much attached to Tho Bard 
and that he would therefore be given 
every comfort until he died a natural 
death. The letter directed Mr. Steele to 
send the old horse to Chesterbrook and 
the old turn champion was shtpped to¬ 
day In a palace car with a careful at¬ 
tendant In charge. The Bard is by Long¬ 
fellow, darn Bmdamante, by Bonnie Scot¬ 
land. and was probably die greatest non 
of that great sire.

STILL HAS HIS FAMOUS PUNCH 


Can He Witkst&nd Punishment Long 
Enough to Laud 
One? 


NEGRO WILL HAVE TO GO SOME. 


B OB FITZSIMMONS, dean of the 
prize ring. Is working like a nine¬ 
ty-horse power auto down at 
Dunellon, N. J.. for his fight with 
Jack Johnson, the big black, to-morrow 
night at Philadelphia. The suspicion 
that the old kangaroo, forty-five years 
of ago, is an athletic Joke Is libelous. 

This is what he did yesterday in tho 
way of exercise: 

Seven miles on the road before 9 
o’clock In the morning. 

Five three-minute rounds with the 
punching bag. 

Two three-minute rounds with a 180- 
pound policeman of Plainfield. 

Two thrce-mJnute rounds with a 300- 
pound athlete from New York. 

Rubbed down each of his sparring part, 
ners when they had finish el. all in. 

And he wasn't puffing. He didn't lose 
three pounds of flesh during the work. 
He perspired freely, but not In excess— 
he aidn’i inelt. 

Is there another man of forty-five In 
the United States who can do that? 

Is there nnother fighter of even thirty- 
six who can do It? 

"When are you going to begin to grow 
old?" Bob was asked when he had con¬ 
cluded these stunts. 

*T don't know," he answered. "If you 
think tiiat 1 am on old man now, coma 
put on the gloves with me. I need u 
sparring partner." 

There were at least twenty husky 
young fellows In the training quarters, 
but none of them volunteered, so the 
old man had to stop. 

This contest may be Fitzsimmons* 
fourth defeat and his last battle. He may 
be carried from the ring at the Wash¬ 
ington Sporting Club of Philadelphia on 
Wednesday night to sink into pugilistic 
oblivion. He may not have the stamina 
at Ills age to withstand Johnson’s vig¬ 
orous onslaught, but Mr. Johnson should 
be In pretty fine condition to bring about 
all these tilings. If he beats the old man 
of the ring In a square stand-up light 
he will have a right to challenge any 
man In the country—barring Jeffries, the 
Alfalfa Giant. 

The old fox has lived In many parts 
of the United States. He has tried all 
climates. His selection of Plscataway 
township in New Jersey for a perma¬ 
nent home had been a mystery. But the 
secret is out. That little stretch of land 
In Jersey seems to be the home of the 
Fountain of Youth. Ponce de Leon wan¬ 
dered about In the marshes of Florida 
looking for It, but found nothing more 
wholesome than malaria. Had he traveled 
farther north In Ills quest, he would have 
been satisfied. Plscataway township is 
the haven of old men and women. Its his¬ 
tory abounds In characters who have 
passed the hundred mark. Noah Brooks, 
aged 132, has recently died In the pnor- 
houeo after a residence there of forty 
years. He is one of many. 

No wonder that Fitzsimmons Is hale 
at forty-five and do«*s stunts in Ids train¬ 
ing that weary pugilists of twenty. 

Going uu to tho Fitzsimmons home on 
the electric cars a conductor who gets 
out early In the morning was usked if 
Bob was really making the run every 
morning. 

"Sure." said he. "Ain't we had a race 
with him every time we meet him?" 

After a rest during the middle of the 
day the old fighter Jumped into his pink 
training suit and went out to the barn. 
There he hammered away at th*' punch¬ 
ing bag with straight left punches for 
three minutes. Never varying, he drove 
Into that bag with his left fist, never 
missing a stroke. After a rest of a min¬ 
ute—a young neighbor held Bob’s $1,000 
w’atch to time all this—he went at the 
bag again with left and right swings and 
an occasional nook. Those blows looked 
like the blows of old. They had in them 
the force that made Sharkey. Ruhlln. 
Corbett. Goddard and Maher bite the 
dust. He followed with three minutes of 
straight right and left punches at the 
bag. Then he tried three minutes of 
left and right hobks. uulng Ida elbows 
to snap the bag on Its return. There 
was still another round wherein he used 
an assortment of blows. 

And this is to be summed up from all 
his work with the bag He can hit hard 
enough to knock out any ordinary fighter. 
If he lands one of fhose hooks or swings 
on Mr. Johnson’s jaw there will be a 
dark dream in the arena of the Wash¬ 
ington Sporting Club on Wednesday. 

Can he withstand the punishment he 
must receive before he finds the oppor¬ 
tunity to pass one of them to the black 
man's anatomy? That Is the question In¬ 
volved in this fight. 

Jack Payne, the Plainfield policeman, 
who had ofen boxed with Kid McCoy and 
who Is clever with the gloves, gave the 
old man a session after tho work with 
the punching bag. Bob Jumped In and 
out, letting go his left occasionally and 
clinching to practice avoidance of blows, 
lie did Tt ail very successfully, awkward¬ 
ly. of course. He was always awkward. 
But he moved around on his feet in his 
old shifty style, which showed that his 
l«*gs were not glued to the floor by age. 
He may not be as fast with his flBts as 
he has been in years gone, but he had 
little chance lo show. He did not want 
to treat his volunteer sparring partner 
too vigorously. 

In the second round both men landed 
with left hooks to the Jaw. and both went 
to the floor. Payne was a little tired 
whe-n he arose, but Fit* was merely 
aroused. The bout ended with tho sec¬ 
ond round because the policemen, who 
had done lHtle boxing lately, was 
winded. 

"Gee!” exclaimed Bob. Jr., the twelve- 
year-old son. who was standing by. "If 
*LT1 Arthur’ gets one of them all his 
black will como off and he’ll turn yel¬ 
low/*

Primaries arq to. be held next month 
for membership of thu General and 
Executive Committee of the organiza¬ 
tion and contests are anticipated in 
cVery dlstriqt between the. city admln- 
UTiration forces and those of Charted F. 
Murphy. Little dlvtrolty of opinion ex¬ 
ists umong politicians as to the out¬ 
come. 

Murphy May Be iviayor. 

The belief is general that Murphy will 
beat the Mayor an d. retain his leader¬ 
ship, which means that he will name the 
next Tammany nominee for that office 
In 1909. There Ls practically no dissent 
from this view. Mayor McClellan at the 
present day is probubly the weakest 
man, politically, In this city. Indeed it 
is not believed that he could poll as 
many votes as a candidate for public 
fffice as Charles F. Murphy.

The second Is that the present ad¬ 
ministration is neither Tammany nor re¬ 
form, but rather the personal one of tho 
Mayor.

The diet of the patients there 
usually consists of milk, boiled eggs, 
coffee, buttered toast ar.d cereals. Milk 
of course Is freely supplied at all times 
to patients. Very little medicine Is 
given any of the consumptives. Moat 
of It Is In the form of drugs to e;is© the 
tough and bring sleep. Patients are 
discharged as soon as th© disease Is ar¬ 
rested and many such cures have been 
effected.

To judge by the framework of his con¬ 
stitution, though terribly ravaged by 
pneumonia, Fegan may have many years 
• f life before him. 

Having wrestled in close and clammy 
grips with death, he Is now tenaciously 
holding on to what might be called Ins 
second lease of life, 

“He will live on,” says the undertaker, 
to whom more than to medical Hkiii or 
nursing he owes his life. “I intend to 
live." says Fegan. “I have not come 
through llvis business for nothing, and 
the first man I shall visit when I am welt 
again will be Mr. Albert Heywood. of 
Rochdale, the undertaker, who lost his 
fee to save my life. That was a good joke 
of the undertaker when he said laughing¬ 
ly. “You have disappointed me this time 
Jim. If everyone of my subjects treated 
me like this 1 should have to starve." But 
I believe Mr. Heyw-ood was as pleased as 
If I had been his own brother.*' 

Words cannot adequately convey Fe- 
gan's sensation as he lay In the cerements 
of the tomb, consciously “dead.” so to 
speak, for at least five hours.

KENTUCKY EDUCATOR 

WRITES A BOOK 


“Though 1 was hoping that when the 
time came to screw* me in the coffin I 
should wake up with fright, still, as that 
would he iny last chance, I was only too 
glad of something to excKe me before 
then. 

“Imagine my despair when I thought 
the undertaker bad done with me, and 
imagine my Joy, coupled with an awful 
dread, when I felt him lower my head 
from the pillow and repeat the process of 
measuring me. 1 made desperate efforts 
to raise myself, and once actually suc¬ 
ceeded ip making a slight movement over 
my stomach, but no one observed It. My 
despair was heartbreaking. After all my 
ineffectual attempts to show a sign of 
life, was I .o succeed .unobserved? Per¬ 
haps I should never be able to make an¬ 
other such sign. 

'That was hard lines If you like. and. 
of course my strength could not but he 
falling, because. If I was not dead, there 
Is no mistake about it that I was certainly 
dying again, so to apeak. I pulled myself 
together for a final effort, as it seemed to 
me my Iasi chance. Once more I could dis¬ 
tinctly feel that I had moved, and this 
time the undertaker noticed It. I heard 
him shout. ‘He’s not dead! He’s Alive! 
Bring .'old water! Bring brandy! Bring 
the doctor! Look! look! look! He’s mov¬ 
ing. Look at his eyes, they’re twitching.’ 

"Then the undertaker whistled as loud¬ 
ly as a steam engine for those downstairs 
to come up That whistle was my resur¬ 
rection trumpet blast. It falriv woke me 
up. The undertaker afterward described 
how he whistled with his fingers. And In 
a few minutes I heard my own voice say¬ 
ing. ’T am cold, cold, so cold.* Of course, 

I must have been as oold as death, oth¬ 
erwise they would not have taken me for 
dead." 

The undertaker sopn hnd me wrapped 
in blankets, and they brought me brandy 
as quickly as was humanely possible, 
though It seemed to me they could not 
have taken longer if they tried. T am a 
tntal abstainer, but I suppose I should be 
very bigoted if I did not acknowledge my 
life-long Indebtedness to brandy as a 
pick-me-up for a dead man." 

In a few final reflections on h!s ordeal. 
Mr Vegan summed up thus: 

“Every man has to die once. That Is 
all right: It Is the law of nature. Many 
men have been thought dying and got 
better, hut dying is-one thing and being 
taken for dead while alive is another. 

"Heaven spare me that awful expe¬ 
rience again, and spare my worst enemv. 
Let me forget about It. I shall get well 
quicker if I do. I don’t want to know 
whether I was In a trance or what doc¬ 
tors think of my case. All I now want 
is for the dead past to bury its dead, and 
burv ft quickly." 

Fegan. who was suffering from pneu¬ 
monia. had laid for three hours with no 
covering but ft sheet. 

A grave in Rochdale cemetery had 
been selected and dug, but the order 
was of course canceled as soon as the 
mistake was discovered. 

At Fegan's home at Preston his mother 
and a sister did not even know of his 
illness. They learned of It for the first 
time when thev were told of his narrow 
escape from living burial. 

Mr. Albert Heywood. the undertaker, 
specially Interviewed for the Weekly 
Dispatch, gave a graphic description of 
his weird experience. "I have been in 
this business." be said, "thirty-three 
years, and this is \ the most remarkable 
and thrilling experience I hove ever had. 

I attend a thousand funerals every vear. 
and I have never gone to a Job before 
without carrying it out."

Standard Says It Has Done 
Nothing Criminal. 


NEVER RECEIVED A PBEFEBEN- 
TIAL RATE FROM ANYBODY. 


FILES voluminous disclaim 

ER OF ANY VIOLATION OF LAW 


DECLARATION AS TO PROFITS. 


St. Louis. July 15.—The answer of 
the Standard Oil Company and its al¬ 
lied companies and officers to the ac 
tion brought against them here by the 
Federal Department of Justice war; 
filed to-day. Taking up each of the 
specific allegations of complaint. It de¬ 
nies that the defendants have engaged 
In afty conspiracy in restraint of trade 
in oil, that It has attempted to stifle 
competition by compelling competitors 
to sell out, that it has crushed compe¬ 
tition. or that it secured rebates which 
were denied to its competitors. 

Specific denial is made that In 1876 
and 1877 the Brie and New York Cen¬ 
tral Railroad Companies made prefer¬ 
ential rates to the Standard Oil Com¬ 
pany on shipments of oil from Western 
Pennsylvania to New York as low as 
twenty cents a barrel for oil, while 
competitors were compelled to pay 
$1.40 to $1.75 for similar shipments. 

The higher rates are declared to have 
been well known to all shippers as 
nominal, and that they knew that the 
actual rates were matters of special 
arrangement between the shippers and 
the railroad because of the rate then 
prevailing between railroads anxious to 
secure oil traffic. 

Denial Is also made that these pref¬ 
erential rates were made to enable the 
Standard Oil Company to make war on 
the Empire Transportation Company 
or destroy Its competition. The answer 
denies that an agreement was made 
between the Standard Oil Company, the 
Erie, New York Central and Pennsyl¬ 
vania Railroad Companies in 1877, by 
which the oil traffic was divided be¬ 
tween these roads under an agreement 
to pay the Standard Oil Company an 
exclusive rebate of 10 per cent. 

^ The allegation that the Standard Oil 
Company forced a sale the business 
of the Empire Transportation Company 
is dented, but it Is admitted that the 
Standard Oil Company bought out the 
business in order to extend its own. 

Denial is made that in 1872 or 1882 
the Standard Oil Company secured a 
monopoly of the pipe lines from the 
Western Pennsylvania oil field, enabling 
it to fix the rates of transportation, or 
that the Standard Oil Company caused 
the railroads to discriminate against 
competitors or to monopolize the com¬ 
merce In oil. 

Admission is made that in 1887 or 
1889 the Continental OU Company, a 
subsidiary of the Standard Oil Cqn\- r« 
pany. contracted with the United St 
Oil Company and the Florence OH 
Refining Company to take their entire 
products, and that It continues to do 
so now that the contract has expired, 
hut the defendants declare that this 
was done to suppress competition. 

The allegation in the Government's 
complaint that the Standard Oil Com¬ 
pany has secured a monopoly of the oil 
trade In the Northwestern States by 
Inducing the railroads to refuse to 
make through rates from St. Paul and 
Duluth to Eastern points 1 r denied. 

The charge that the profits of the 
Standard Oil Company in excess of 
dividends are enormous is declared to 
be false. 

Tn conclusion, the defendants denied 
that they have entered Into any un¬ 
lawful combination or confederacy. 

Waters-Pierce Decision. 

Dallas, Tex.. July 15.—Federal Judge 
Bryant, at Sherman, to-day refused to 
turn over the Waters-Pierce OU Com¬ 
pany's affairs to the State receiver, but 
the court stated that the Federal re¬ 
ceiver w ould not be allowed to sell any¬ 
thing hut commodities handled by the 
company, pending an appeal on the 
State Judgment agaliuu the company 
for over $1,000,000.

FOUR DECREES OF DIVORCE. 


Christopher Peterson Was Best 
Known to Jcssph Pirrman—Case 
Last for Dr. Harris Kelly. 


Christopher Peterson, seventy-two years 
Of age, dropped dead at Twenty-second 
and Date streets at 3 o'clock yesterday 
■>*rnlng while driving cattle to the river. 
Dr. Harris Kelly, the Coroner, was called, 
and it was his last cull before turning 
over his office to Dr. Ellis Duncan. Dr. 
Kelly said that Peterson's death was due 
to heart disease. 

Joseph Plrrnmn, a saloonkeeper at US 
Fourth avenue, is arranging for Peter¬ 
son’s burial this afternoon In St. Louis 
connotery. Funeral services will be held 
at the Keenan undertaking rooms, 1225 
West Market street, at 2 o'clock. 

"I never heard Peferson say that lie 
had any relatives In the world," raid Mr. 
Pirrman yesterday afternoon In speak¬ 
ing Of the dead man. "He was u # nl?e 
old man, but he never talked much and 
kept his business to himself. Evidently 
lie came to this country before the *Jlvil 
War, for I’ve heard him tell of firing on 
6teambuats between 8t. Louis and New 
Orleans during the war. 1 knew 1dm Tor 
eight years. He had no family and I 
don’t suppose he has a relative In the 
world. 1 know him as well as anyone 
and there was no one else to look after 
the funeral, so I’m doing that. He had 
saved enough money to provide for the 
expenses." 

Peterson had been a steumboatman as 
long on ho has been known.
